Hach year Indians 
are farming: a little bottor than tho 
yoar bofore and anch yoar thoy aro 
spending thelr own money to {mprove 
their positions and to make their 
homes moro comfortable. Notwith- 
standing a late spring. this year, tho 


|Indinns seeded 64,584 acres, which was 


an increase of 2,885 acres over lad! 
year, Over six thousand acres of new 
land were broken and the area sum- 
merfallowed was close to 30,000 acres. 

The number of cattle on the reserves 
has increased glightly over 1928 and 
ihe quality of the herds has been maine 
tained as shown by, the successes 
achieved in open competition. Two 


‘carloads of steers from the Duck Lake 


reserve won first prizo at the Moose 
Jaw, Feeder and Stocker show in a 
competition open to the province of 
Saskatchewan. In the Feeder and 
Stocker Show at Calgary, Alberta, two 
shipments of steers from the Blackfoot 
reserve were awarded second and third 
prizes. The best prices are commanded 
by the cattle from the reserves and 
incomplete returns show that approxi- 
mately $95,000 was realized from In- 
dian cattle fattened and sold in the 
three provinces. 


The success of the Indians in farm- 
ing is reflected in the improving home 
conditions. The year 1927 was one 
of great building activity on prairie 
reserves, close to 100 new homes being 
erected. On the Fairford, Little 
Saskatchewan, and Lake St. Martin 
reserves about thirty-five houses have 
been erected, ‘and about fiftéen. on the 
other reserves in the Portage la 
Prairie and Manitowapah Agency, 
Manitoba. These dweljings are con- 
structed of logs, chiefly spruce, hewn 
on both sides and dovetailed at the 
ends. The sizes of the houses range 
from 14 feet hy 18 feet to 16 feet by 
22 feet and all are about 12 feet in 


roofs, two windows, and a door and 
are well floored. These are taking the 
Place of the low log shacks with mud 
roofs. At the Crooked Lakes Agency, 
Saskatchewan, thirteen new Indian 
homes and eight barns were built of 
cedar logs. At the Moose Mountain 
Agency, also in Saskatchewan, where 
housing conditions have been poor, the 
situation is relieved by the erection 
this year of eleven new houses. These 
were built of good logs with frame 
gables. and roofs, and are plastered 
with lime and sand. Sixteen new 
homes were~put up on reserves in the 
Touchwood Agency, Saskatchewan. 

In addition to the money spent by 
the Indians on new homes, thousands 
of dollars from their own funds were 
expended for the purchase ‘of horses, 
and for.implements and other farm 
equipment, .The> amount: so, spent is 
increasing each year and greater care 
is being taken by the natives of their 
stock and equipment, 


The rapid change in farming anette 
ods among the’ Indians ‘is largely due 
‘to the growing m:mber of graduates 
from the Indian schools among native , 
farmers of today. The young Indians, 
are taking the places of the older 
natives and are bringing into use the 
advance 


in the schools. Greater interest is 


being shown in vegetable gardening; ! 
there is a steady increase in the a 


cr of Indiams milking cows and mak- 
ing buttar. and poultry and swine raid- 
ing are being added to the other farm- 
ing pursuits. 

Tho progress of the: Indians of the 
P:-irie Provinces is most encouraging. 
Socially and economically their ad- 
vancement hasbeen steady and it is 
e-pected that in the not far distant 
future they will reach a position of 
complete self support and independ- 
ence,

A gesture of fpourteey that used as its means of ex- 

pression the fragile flowers of the heart of 
summer conveyed by railway, steamship and airplane, 
over 'three thousand miles of land and sea, in the 
depth of winter, to two ladies in France, was chroni- 
cled in the information given out by the Canadian 
Pacific Express Company. 

The flowers were two boxes of roses, grown in 
the huge greenhouses of the Dale Estate, Brampton, 
Ontario, and sent by Lieutenant-Colonel J. B. 'Mac- 
lean, president of the Maclean Publishing Company, 
of Toronto, to Princess Carolyn de Faucigny-La 
who was a patient in the American Hospital in Paris, 
and to the Countess Odon de Lubereac. They were 
sent as a Christmas present to those ladies, but the 
weather intervened, and they did not reach their 
destination until some three days’ later. When they 
did reach their objectives, however, it was found that 
they were as fragrant and fresh as if they had been 
plucked a few' minutes earlier from their bushes. 

The Canadian Pacific Express Company was re- 
sponsible for the handling of the roses from Brampton 
via Saint John and overseas on board the SS. “Mont- 
calm” to Liverpool. They arived at the latter city

Usually 
these’ spare periods have served ‘the 
purpoge of completing some of the 
home studies, and as such they have 
been offered ‘to the parents as reasons 
for having ttle or no home studies 
at night, 

In the past we. have made careful 
comparisons between the progress of 
s}udents who take every subject of- 
fered and those who take fewer, oven 
to a bare minimum. fPhis latter ‘group 
hus space periods daily and these 
students attempt to utilize these for 
homework, Generally speaking High 
School students have not the power 
of concentration highly developed and 
their attention is easily divided be- 
tween their seat work and the insrtuc- 
tion being received by the, remainder 
‘of the class, Naturally the home work 
is ‘inefficiently done as a.rule. 

Examination results, (both . term 
and final) over a period of years, have 
shown that, those students who carry 
the greater number of ‘subjects, ‘ al- 
most invariably are class leaders, and 


that those who are least heavily bur-| 


dened are “followers,” those with one 
or two extras coming between. That 
is those who confine their attention 
to the -~minimum requirements, get] 
both the maximum time for study per 
subject and the minimum marks per 
subject.

CROWDS THRONG PARLIAMENT 
TO HEAR LEADERS 


—— 


Ottawa, Jan. 31. —Debate on .the ad- 
dress in the House Monday—coupled 
with the reception to President Cos- 
grave of the Irish Free State—brought 
crowds to Parliament Hill reminiscent 
of the stirring days two years ago 
with their constant struggle for party 
supremacy. Down the corridors, hour 
after hour, a long queue waited for 
admission to the public galleries of 
the House and to the reception. 

It was the finst occasion on which 
Hon. R. B. Bennett, as Conservative 


leader, and Premier Mackenzie King f, 


had been at issue across the floor of 
the House. Mr. Bennett opened; .do- 
mestic affairs, imperial relations and 
foreign relations were the subjects 
‘which he set for himself. He found 
a serious employment situation in the 
Dominion, a decline in railway rev- 
enues and a decrease. in population. 
Emphasizing immigration questions, 
he urged a committee of the House of 
Commons to hold an inquiry into the 
present situation to remove a sus- 
picion that was abroad in Canada re- 
garding the department of immigra- 
tign. Declining immigration threat- 
ened the life of the Dominion and the 
problem must be met in a large, way, 
involving large expenditures’of money. 
The Conservative leader was positive 
in demanding immediate pension ler 
islation and the return of. the natural 
resources of Alberta to that province. 
The equality, of, status:, claimed . for 
Canada: ‘by members of the Govern- 
ment was a “species of deception;” .to 
which he could not be a party. 

“I &m opposed to setting up these 
foreign legations instead of .appoint- 
ing trade.commissioners,” he said. It 
was “all nonsense” to talk about im- 
proving Canada’s status by the send- 
ing of a minister to Japan. The im- 
plications of such things were most 
dangerous.

London, | Jan, 30. — Harl, Douglas 
Haig,’ who, as commander-in-chlef of 
the British armies in France and Bol- 
glum, contributed in a large share to

shortly after midnight today from 
heart disease. He was 05 years old. 
He was on the point of retl:ang when 
he ‘collapsed: while sitting on the edge 
of the bed, He did not luse consclous- 
ness immediately, but the end came; 
shortly afterwards. 
Since|‘the war, Earl Haig has de- 
voted much of his time to organizing 
relief for ‘disabled soldiers and their 
families, 


The marshal was reserved at most 
to 'the point of coldness, but those who 
were really acquainted with him dur- 
ing the war said that beneath his icy 
exterior there beat a warm heart 
which . bled daily as the great soldier 
was compelled to send his men 
against the instruments. of death. 


_ As soon as the war ended, he start- 
ed a campaign to raise funds for the 
men who had given their all, He 
originated “Poppy Day,” an annual 
event, when millions of cloth floweys 

made entirely by former service men 
and representing the crimson poppies 
that bloom in Flanders, are sold 
chroughout the British empire for the 
enefit of the disabled soldiers, .Harl 
Haig was also unceasing in his per- 
sonal attentions to’ soldiers in hos- 
pitals and other institutions.

WHEAT POOL NEWS BULLETIN 


The lease by the Dominion govern- 
ment of the Prince Rupert terminal 
elevator to the Alberta Wheat Pool 
has been renewed for a further period 
of five years. The terms of the lease 
have not been announced. 


The Prince Rupert terminal has a 
capacity of 1,260,000 bushels divided 
into 180 tanks. It has a receiving cap- 
acity of 18 cars an hour and can load 
50,000 bushels an hour. Its 12 grain 
cleaners can handle 15,000 bushels an 
hour and its drier 7,000 bushels an 
hour. In t¥ont of the elevator is a 1000 
foot wharf with a 85 foot depth of 
water at low tide.

ping $16,788,600; mining $262,750,- 
000; electric power $108,195,000; 
construction $398,300,000, and manu- 
factures $2,730.700,000.

One of the most delightful exper!- 
ences we had was a trip by boat on 
one of the canals from Amsterdam to 
the Island of Marken in the Zuider 
Zee. This gave us a most excellent 
opportuity to see the rural Ife. The 


canal itself was below sea-level yet. 


it was higher than the land at either 
side. This land was eighteen feet 
below sea-level and very flat. The 
excellent black and white Holstein 
cattle were seen everywhere, The 
flelds are rather small and the fences 
are just ditches filled with water that 
igs often stagnant and ill-smelling. 
These conditions are typical of Hol- 
land and probably pertain to no other 
country in the world. The matter of 
fences is interesting in Europe. In 
Scotland there are many stone fences, 
In England beautifully and artistically 
trimmed hedges prevail, while in the 
country around Paris there seemed to 
be few fences at all. It was very 
interesting in Holland to see farmers 
load their hay on rafts and drag, them 
on the water around ‘to their barns. 
I wondered where the cow stables 
were but soon discovered when we 
were taken to a farmhouse in‘a small 
Dutch village. The house, barn, stable 
and driving-shed. are. all ‘under. one 
roof. The people dccupy all the rooms 
vin the first flat. Above this are the 
lofts for holding hay. Adjoining the 
rooms is the stable with the. cheese 
presses. All was very clean, but the 
cows do not need stabling in summer. 
I did feel dubious about winter con- 
ditions: We were taken into the 
Dutch Reformed Church of the Village. 
It would correspond to a Presbyterian 
or. a: United: Church here. It was 
bright, tidy,( and attractive. What 
chiefly drew my attention, were the 
old-fashioned : colléction..bags similar, 


_ to those used here in. many churches 


years’ ago. These had particularly 
long handies, and what was:still’ more 
surprising each had a small bell at- 
tached. to the bottom. I could only 
conjecture what the purpose of this 
might. be.. It was evidently not in- 
tended to be simply an ornament. 

Dutchmen dress in a similar fashion 
to us usually, but in rural communities 


\and outlying districts the old-fashioned 


apparel is still to be’seen. The men 
wear dark or violet shirts or high-but- 
toned jackets, “plack- baggy trousers 
like bloomers, long ‘black , Stockings,

and the clumsy and noisy wooden 
shoes. The women wear a kind of 
nightcap or sunbonnet with embroider- 
ed edges drawn tightly over the head 
and ears, Beneath this on each side 
of the face hangs a solitary curl. The 
skirt, or rather skirts, for they wear 
several, are very full and give an im- 
pression of stoutness. Boys and girls 
are dressed alike until they are six 
years of age. At sixteen the girls 
“bob” their hair at the back but retain 
the two curls menfioned above. Hol- 
land impresses a person with its thrift 
and frugality. 


Brussels/is a beautiful city. One of 
tHe first places we visited was & afrt 
of armoury called the National Rifle 
Ranges used by the Germans as a 
prison during the war. Im the yard 
is a tablet showing the exact spot 
where Edith Cavell was shot. The 
German commander at Brussels ha@ 
given an order that she must be shot 


for giving assistance to the British. 


He heard that. his order was likely to 
be countermanded ' by the German 
government and ‘so he hastened to 
carry out ,his sentence. When the 
firing squad was lined up, one‘soldier 
refused to shoot and was immediately 
shot'dead by the officer in charge 
Edith Cavell is buried in England. 
, Wiertz’s picture gallery was a most 
interesting. place. .Wiertz was con- 
sidered ‘a madman. in his own time, 
but would probably be described as 
im to 
portray the evils of drink and im- 
morality. Many of the faces are hor- 
rible indeed but. wonderfully ‘painted. 
One canvas ‘must have ‘been about 
thirty feet high and fifteen feet wide. 
In one corner is ‘the picture of a dog 
so - life-like: that many of .us actually 
thought.it-was. a.stuffed.model, . .. 

The. Palais de Justice (Palace of 


Justice) in Brussels we were informed, 


is the largest building in Europe. It 
is massive and covers ten acres of 
ground. It rises 300 feet above the 
third floor and took twenty years to 
build. During the war it accommodat- 
ed 5,000 German soldiers with their 
horses. The Germans robbed it of its 
beautiful brass fittings in order to 
make munitions of war. 

It was in Brussels where Lord Byron 
composed part .or all of ‘the poem, 
“Childe’ Harold, ” of which the poem, 
“Waterloo,” in our readers, is a selec- 
tion. .Here also Victor Hugo wrote 
his renowned novel “Les Miserables.” 
The houses that these authors occu- 
pied have Plaques .to commemorate 
‘them. 

It is strange how certain ines im- 
press a person. I do not recollect see- 
ing .a book-store in Brussels. Fruit- 
stores were very scarce also, but beer 
parlors wer there in abundance. They 
are large halls provided with tables 
and chairs for the convenience.’ of 
patrons. “When the accommodation is 
not sufficient, tables are placed on the 
sidewalks and even on the streets. It 
was quite difficult to get water to 
drink in Belgium; we took soft drinks. 
Not only does one pay for the cost of 
the drink, he must in addition pay a 
government tax and give the waiter 
a tip. All of these were marked on 
the slip handed to the. thirsty indi- 
vidual, Another strange feature of 
the continental hotels was. that no 
soap was provided. There are no 
baggage cars on the trains. Hach per- 
son must look after his own and it is 
piled on racks above him in the com- 
partment. Our: guide saw that ours 


Was, put on and off trains and so saved 


us much inconvenience. .
